The total 
number of houses destroyed is estimated 
at two thousand, and the pecuniary losi

The brief notice given of the Bepubli- 


oan ratification meeting, brought out a 
big crowd of enthusiastic people last 
night to join in the first demonstration 
of the 1888 campaign.

wrote to us about it, and wo gave them 
considerable information.
